Alabama’s 1982 cotton arop was 
the smallest and the acre yield the 


lowest that has been recorded in 
ten years. 
With a total of 930,000 baies, 


this state dropped to fifth place 
in the list of states in cotton pro- 
duction, Last year it wag third 
with 1,420,000 bales. The per acre 
yield this year was 141 pounds. 

These facts are disclosed in the 
December cotton report issued by 
I’, W. Gist, statistician for the de- 
partment of agriculture, who de 
clares that boll weevil damage, 
smaller acreage and less fertilizer 
were responsible for the falling off 
in yield. 

The United States crop is esti- 
mated at 12,727,000. On Decem- 
ber 1, 11,681,000 bales had been 
winned,

year by states follows:

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THE FEDERAL BUDGET 


Following a Federal deficit of 
2,472 million dollars last year, it 
is estimated that the deficit for 
the current fiscal year will reach 
1,146 million, in spite of increased 
taxation imposed by the last ses- 
sion of Congress. 

For weeks President Hoover and 
his advisers have been wrestling 
with the difficult problem of mak- 
ing ends meet, and in his annual 
budget message to Congress rec- 
ommendations of a specific nature 
were made, 

economies proposed by the pres- 
ident would effect a saving of some 
500 million dollars, some of the 
larger items being a reduction of 
127 million in pensions and other 
allowances to veterans, 180 million 
in road appropriations, 148 mil- 
lion less for publie buildings, 55 
million less for Federal employees, 
cuts in Army and Navy costs, less 
money for the Farm Board, Hoo- 
ver Dam, and river and harbor 
improvements. 

But even these economies, if ap- 
proved by Congress, would still fall 
far short of balancing the budget, 
so the president recommends the 
imposition of a general sales tax 
of twe and one-fourth per cent, 
estimated to raise 355 million, He 
made no mention of the possibili- 
ty of legalizing beer and imposing 
a tax thereon, as is being propos- 
ed by Democratic leaders. 

Whatever else happens, it is cer- 
tain that there will be a consider- 
able increase in Federal taxation 
next year, and the manner of levy- 
ing it will be the subject of some 
lively controversies during the 
present session of Congress.

The charges, it was said, grew 
out of the failure of the bank and

Among the separate corporations 
named in the report by the exam- 
iner in the case are the Agricul- 
tural Credit Company and the Pea 
River Fertilizer Company, in which

An illustration of the fraud al- 
leged is cited by the examiner who 
reported that in several instances 
farmers borrowed money from the 
bank, giving in turn mortgages on 
land.

Later, it is alleged, the 
mortgagor gave another mortgage 
on the same land, which in turn 
was used by the bank to bérrow 
money from the Federal Land 
Bank in New Orleans.

ROOSEVELT'S AIDES 
As this is written no informa- 
tion has come from President-elect 
Roosevelt concerning cabinet ap- 
pointments, but he has let it be 
known who will compose his White 
House secretarial staff of three 
members. They are Louis M. 
Howe, Stephen T, Early and Mar- 
vin M. MelIntyre, all former news- 

paper men. 

Howe has long been associated 
with Governor Roosevelt and has 
been his private secretary at Al- 
bany, taking an important part in 
the governor’s campaign for the 
presidency. He will live as well 
as work at the White House. 

Early is a descendant of General 
Jubal Early of Confederate fame, 
and covered the Navy Department 
for the Associated Press when 
Roosevelt was assistant secretary 
under Wilson, He also accompa- 
nied Roosevelt during his vice- 
presidential campaign in 1920. 

McIntyre was once with the 
Washington Times and during the 
war had charge of the Navy’s press 
relations, thereby coming into close 
contact with the future president. 
For a year Melntyre has been 
Roosevelt's press representative 
and was very active during the re- 
cent campaign, 

With these three able and ex- 
perienced newspaper men ag his 
secretaries, it is believed that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s relations with the press 
will be all that could be desired. 

President Edward A. O'Neal of 
the American Farm Bureau Fede- 
ration—and Alabama farmer of 
Florence—says that this country’s 
internal debt situation should be 
considered if there is to be any 
review of the war debts. He doubts 
also the feasibility of scaling down 
debts owed to the United States 
by foreign countries unless these 
countries give assurance that they 
will buy certain quantities of 
American goods.

rent out of that, This shows there 
is something bad wrong, but if we 
will read, Solomon tells us where 
the trouble is, He said: “When 
the wicked beareth rule the people 


mourn.” So here is hoping we 
soon have better rulers. 
Have been told that our sena- 


tors and representatives draw their 
salary, also a salary for one of 
their family and a friend or one 
whom they are in some way obli- 
gated to, while the legislature is in 
session. If this is true it is too 
shocking to think about and there 
ought to be something done at once 
to stop it. 

I notice some organizations are 
advising people not to pay their 
taxes. This is a mistake, for the 
government must have some mon- 
ey to be able to function. We must 
admit taxes are high and shame- 
fully high and ought to be lower- 
ed, but it will not do to tell people 
not to pay any taxes, especially 
those who can pay. There are 
some who can’t pay, for they did 
not make enough to pay with. This 
is an awful condition when a far- 
mer can’t get enough out of what 
he raises to pay his taxes. You 
say it was the man, but not so all 
the time, for some could not get 
fertilizer to raise cotton and you 
see what peanuts brought. In- 
stead of asking people to refuse 
to pay their taxes ask our leaders 
to spend more wisely and cut ex- 
penses every way possible. There 
could be lots cut from our schools, 
such as ball coaches, economics 
and welfare units, Don’t under- 
stand me to say these are not es- 
sential, but expenses must be cut 
till times get better, 

Have promised to spend Christ- 
mas with Mr. Gi W. Crosby, be- 
tween Damascus and New Brock- 
ton, on Route 6, Elba. The new 
year will soon be here and I hope 
it brings us many good things we 
are not looking for.

TUESDAY, JAN. 31 


MONTGOMERY, Ala,, Dee. 20, 

Governor B. M, Miller late Tues 
day issued # proclamation calling 
the Alabama Legislature into ex 
traordinary session on ‘Tuesday, 
January $1, 19838, to provide fo1 
payment of debts and additional 
income to balance the state budget. 

The Governor limited the call 
to enactment of revenue legisla 
tion, ineluding resubmission of the 
income tax and $20,000,000 debt- 
paying bond issue amendments and 
passage of a general sales tax to 
be effective until such time as the 
income tax and bond issue amend- 
ments are approved. 

Need for calling a special geg- 
sion in January, which will be the 
third meeting of the lawmakers 
since he assumed office January 
19, 1981, was said by Governor 
Miller to be the urgent financial 
stringency facing the State’s school 
system. He insisted that the 
State’s current debts total $20, 
000,000 ‘fand eannot be paid un- 
der our present revenue system.”

The belief is being expressed in 
well informed State political cir- 
cles that early after January 1 
some plan may be evolved by 
which the school situation of Ala- 
bama will be solved but whatever 
the method of solution, it will nat- 
urally involve increased taxation. 

Few express an opinion that 
there will be time to do anything 
for the second semester of the 
present scholastic year but there 
is great hope that things will be 
worked fout where the schools of 
Alabama will run henceforth on 
regular schedule, perhaps not for 
nine months in every particular, 
but for 2 reasonable length of time 
as tax necessities dictate. 

But for the $16,500,000 floating 
schoo} deficit at the present time, 
the schools of Alabama would run 
on the usual schedule this scholas 
tic year but the burden of these 
debts with consequent inability to 
pay teachers, coupled with rapid- 
ly falling school revenues due to 
increased taxes, make it impossible 
for the schools in many counties 
to keep open doors after the first 
semester and many of them are 
already closed. 

There ig a general belief in 
Montgomery that the public schools 
here will close after January 20. 
There has been no official state 
ment to that effect from county 
school authorities, but the talk con- 
tinues just the same. The State of 
Alabama furnishes somewhere 
around 30 cents out of every dol: 
lar that is spent on Montgomery 
and Montgomery County children. 

A problem the schools are fac- 
ing is the falling property value 
rate in Alabama. This results in 
much less revenue through county 
district taxes and through the State 
tax. And while other property 
values are falling, the railroads 
are urging that their property tax: 
es be reduced somewhere around 
30 per cent, This movement, if 
successful, will, it is pointed out, 
further complicate the school situ- 
ation. But it is not the railroads 
only whose property values are 
falling. Every individual property 
owner in the State feels that his 
values are less and in many in 
stances decreased assessments have 
been made, This will be more se- 
riously felt the next fiscal year 
than now, but it is sure to come. 
Hundreds of pieces of property in 
Montgomery for instance have 
been reduced in assessments by 
their owners and if the Board of 
Revenue is able to raise these de. 
creased assessments back to the 
old level, many will be surprised.

A, S. Hendrick, Former

; According to Newton D, Baker, 
there are at least 25,000 families 
in America and more than 200,000 
individual young boys and young 
men who have become practically 
tramps as a result of the economic 
depression.

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Well, we have located a lot of [it would be for sale after January 


P, O, G. syrup cane at last and 
We are sure We can get all we can 
pay for. We have a price of 75 
cents per hundred stalks in small 
lots or 65 cents in large lots. It 
will be necessary for us to go af- 
ter it in Houston County. I am 
trying to get a price on it deliv- 
ered at Elba next Spring. I sug- 
gest that we all decide definitely 
just how much we want and then 
book an order for that amount. 
We must know exactly how much 
we can use Or We may not get all 
We want. So, make up your 
mind how much you need and let 
me know at once. I suggest that 
neighbors go in together and place 
your orders in bulk. You and 
your three neighbors might want 
5,000 stalks, so you might book it 
all to one man. No one is to 
make any commission on this pur- 
chase. I’m doing it for the good 
of the farmers of this county and 
I do not want any man to even 
try to make a profit on anything 
connected with our cane business. 
1,000 stalks will cost you ,only 
$5.50 and if you can raise that 
much money you should get that 
much, I have a letter from a 
man who planted 1,000 stalks this 
year and he saved 25,000 stalks 
for seed and made 40 gallons of 
syrup. It will take about 1,000 
stalks to seed an acre. I want ev- 
ery farmer in this section to plant 
at least one acre next year. It 
will be good for the country for 
us to make plenty of syrup. So 
speak to your neighbors and ar- 
range for everybody to get some 
of this seed. 
* * * 

Someone has suggested that we 
might make so much syrup until 
we could not sell it at any price. 
Well, that is out of the question. 
If all of the land in Coffee County 
was planted in cane we could not 
hope to reduce the price of syrup. 
We might overstock the local mar- 
ket, but I, for one, wish we could 
overstock the local market. A 
bucket of syrup comes nearer tak- 
ing the place of money than any 
other farm product. You can al- 
ways get. what you want with syr- 
up on the farm. I mean you can 
get work done. The colored race 
has never been satisfied with syrup 
and you can always hire them with 
good syrup. I’ve been hiring my 
washing done, bought wood, hired 
labor around the farm and all such 
things with syrup. So don’t be 
afraid you will have too much 
syrup. Did you ever have too 
much syrup? Did you ever know 
a man who had too much syrup? 
I have not known such a man. How 
many farmers in Coffee County 
have all the sweets they need for 
their own consumption? How about 
your mules, cows, hogs and your 
children? Do they have all the 
sweets they need? After we sup- 
ply our own needs it will be time 
to think about selling syrup, and 
and after we are unable to sell it 
or trade it we can begin complain- 
ing about making too much. But 
no such situation will confront you 
or your neighbor any time soon.

Sallie and I were riding today 
and we passed a nice country 
home and I told Sallie that the 
owner had lost the farm and that

Ist. She tried to get me to stop 
but I would not do so until she 
told me what she wanted to do. 
And what do you suppose she 
wanted me to stop for? She want 
ed to give the former owner a 
piece of her mind about his way 
of living. They had about ten big 
‘fires going out in the yard under 
the trees. They wer burning the 
leaves and trash from the large 
oak trees in the yard, Sallie said 
they were burning enough to fer 
tilize a big garden. It might have 
been best for Sallie to tell the man 
about it, but I was afraid they’d 
get into an argument, so I would 
not stop. It makes Sallie mad to 
see a man destroying fertilizer, 
and his farm so badly in need of 
it. This man buys a lot of com 
mercial fertilizer and it is likely 
that he has been destroying those 
leaves all his life. Sallie thinks 
the leaves from those trees, if 
properly used, would keep a good 
one horse farm fertilized. I 
imagine she is right about it, but 
it is mighty hard to get the idea 
into some folks’ heads. 
* * * 

A mighty good rule for us far- 
mers is that no fire shall be allow- 
ed in our fields for any purpose. 
Nothing should be destroyed. There 
is a gully or a wash somewhere 
that needs everything you burn on 
your farm. If I ever see a smoke 
on our place I investigate the mat 
ter at once. We use fire for two 
things and those are to cook with 
and to warm by. If you will put 
out a load of leaves or trash in 
your field you can tell the place 
for several years,

I’m wishing all of you a merry
